Evanston, 111., June 14—The typical 
American of today is a city dweller, 
President Walter Dill Scott, of North- j 
western University told the students, I 
alumni and visitors attending his in- j 
auguration as President of the Uni­ 
versity here today. 
“We are no longer justified in as­ 
signing human depravity as the cause 
of inefficiency and discontent in homes, 
schools, 
churches 
and 
industries,” 
President 
Scott 
added: 
“The real 
cause is rather to be found in us, who 
are parents, teachers, ministers and 
managers. We have failed to develop 
methods of handling children, pupils, 
parishioners and workers in keeping 
with the development of the 20th cen­ 
tury. 
“Tho social sciences have not been 
as completely developed as the natur­ 
al sciences and as helpfully applied 
and consequently we have not made a 
similar advance in methods of train- 
i ing and handling men. Men and wo­ 
men are today not adequately trained 
for twentieth century civilization and 
they are not working together effec­ 
tively and happily. 
“The typical American of today is 
more often the descendant of steerage 
passengers than of the pilgrim fath­ 
ers,” he added. 
“Our convention of 
men, our methods of training men and 
our methods of handling men are all 
largely the 
traditions 
of the eigh­ 
teenth and nineteenth centuries.”

Tragedies 
In Ireland 
Surpass 
Others in Viciousness And 
Savageness. 


Belfast, June 14—The question is 
being widely raised in Belfast as to 
w hether the killings here over this 
week end un ll interfere with the visit 
of King George to participate in Hie 
state opening of the U lster Parlia­ 
ment on Jun e 22. 
The series 
of 
tragedies during the week-end eclips­ 
ed in savagery any previous shoot­ 
ings. 


The 
victims 
included 
an 
aged 
clergym an 
and 
three young busi­ 
nessmen, tho latter being found dead 
in the northern section of the city. 
The V ery Reverend Jam es Finlay, of 
Baw rboy, County Cavan, 80 years old 
and form er dean of IiOighlin, who had 
been a clergyman since 
1807, 
on 
answ ering a knock at bis door S a t­ 
urday night, was confronted 
by a 
num ber of masked men. 
W ithout 
parley, they took bim outside, 
shot 
him dead, then battered his head to 
a pulp and burned his residence. 
Deaths \s Reprisals 


The other three men killed were 
William 
K err, a barber; 
Malaehy 
Halfpenny, a postman, and A lexan­ 
der McBride, 
a 
saloonkeeper, 
all 
residents of Belfast. 
As their deaths 
occurred during 
the curfew 
hours, 
the killings 
are 
generaly 
believed 
here to have been in reprisal for the 
shooting 
of a police 
sergeant 
and 
two constables Friday. 
Many men 
strangely attired were concerned in j 
the grim episodes. 
In each instance 
the assassins arrived in a m otor car, 
took the intended victim from bed 
and riddled him with bullets outside 
his house. 
Then the body was plac­ 
ed in the car and removed to the 
northern heights of the city, where 
it was placed in lonely fields. 
The 
relatives say the murdered men were 
assured they were wanted for identi­ 
fication purposes and would be a1-* 
lowed 
to 
return 
to 
their 
homes. 
K err and McBride leave widows and 
infant children.

He had been in ill health

He was widely known

Revolution; an
